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BANGLE TAKES THE DKEXEL. 



The race track astronomer who “allowed” that 
^the new moon would bring rain did not play 
-as lucky as the famous almanac makfer who 
^predicted “snow and hail July 4,” and at Wash- 
ington Park, as elsewhere, the leaves of the 
trees are shriveled, the grass rapidly turning 
to straw, and the pockets of the table upon 
which the Reverend Charles Seymour says the 
-chappies play “landscape pool” in the infield 
are baked as hard as “sinkers” sold at a South 
Clark street restaurant. Under such conditions 
nothing but an extremely good racing card 
•could attract the thousands who yesterday en- 
joyed themselves in picking winners, despite 
the efforts of Bilhil, and were joined by the 
twenty-three regular bookmakers in the game 
•of “hide and seek.*’ 

For the Drexel Stakes, one mile for 3-year- 
olds, worth $1,970 to the winner, Dave Waldo, 
'Goodrich, Hurly Burly, Floronso and Pingree 
refused the issue, leaving as “live ones” Bangle, 
Bannockburn, Traverser, St. Callatine and 
Candleblack. At the opening of the betting 
^j|weeney, through misapprehension, made a 
puzzling mistake. Not knowing that Floronso 
was scratched, he cried, “Couple the entry,” 
meaning Pinkerton’s pair, Floronso and Candle- 
black. The bookmakers immediately coupled 
St. Callatine and Candleblack, thinking it only 
natural to receive such an order, because, while 
these horses are owned independently, both are 
trained by S. C. Hildreth. After a few minutes 
of brisk betting Sweeney sang out, “Don’t 
couple the entry,” which was an obscure way of 
notification that “something had come off 
wrong.” The pencilers at once opened new 
sheets and sold St. Callatine and Candleblack 
separately. The Chicago public is so well edu- 
cated in turf betting matters that no confusion 
resulted, where in New York Algernon had been 
asking, “What the deuce is it all about?” St. 
Callatine took command and led for seven- 
ei ghths. Traverser and Bangle were always 
close up, and the others not open daylight 
away. In the final struggle Bangle drew away, 
and Bannockburn followed the leader. In a 
rousing finish Bangle won from Bannockburn, 
with St. Callatine (third) close up. The others 
pulled up. 

Carter H. Harrison, Jr., on the strength of a 
report that he had been bumped in the stake 
race won by W. Overton, July 14, was hopped 
on at even money for the first race by the 
talent, but the bookmakers always yelled 
“even money; come and get it,” being partial 
to long shots in maiden races. Tulla Fonso, 
off in front, soon opened a big gap on every- 
thing except the favorite, who was driving a 
quarter away from home, and could never 
catch the flying filly, she winning away off. 
Vim and Vinegar, third, was attended to the 
last eighth by Silver Tone and Rosa Masso. 
There was a strong tip on DollieWiethoff. One 
bookmaker, who had the correct idea, opened 
Tulla Fonso at 7 to 5, but was jeered into hoist- 
ing 5 to 1. A bulletin on the judges’ stand 
stated that the start would not be delayed on 
account of the bad actions of Vim and Vinegar. 
Whitten’s colt got off well enough, but is a 
<;ary fellow and when Thorpe at the upper 
turn cried out “Look out, there,” Vim and 
Vinegar started to “run out.” 

In running the second race A1 Fresco laid 
third to Alvarado II. and Charley Christy up 
the back stretch, came on when ready, and won 
as he pleased. Alvarado II. shut up in a 
twinkling at the turn for home. Monk Way man 
was never dangerous. 

The absence of Azucena, David Tenny and 
The Devil knocked all the figuring over the 
fourth race, but Hurly Burly was established 



an even money favorite and justified the short 
odds by at once getting out and making a run- 
away race of it after shaking off Braw Lad at 
the end of a three-eighths run. Dr. Sheppard 
and Dunois had a great race, they running 
paired from the upper turn to the wire, the 
Foster horse winning. But both were beaten 
by Eddie Burke, who, together with The Elector, 
was badly cutoff on the first turn, and again at 
the last eighth post was squeezed out by Dr. 
Sheppard and Dunois closing together when the 
unpopular Conley tried to get through between 
Barrett and H. Martin. 

Martha II., H. T. Griffin’s high-class filly of 
1897, was quite overlooked, as far as the fact is 
concerned that she has been trying to win 
stakes, and 6 to 1 was laid against her. Abe 
Furst was made a 1 to 2 shot, and “write your 
own ticket” obtained against all others except 
Ferroll, 6 to I, There was a quiet play by Tom 
Barrett and others on Daisy F. Tom Toher ran 
in front to the home stretch, Ferroll and Martha 
II. well up. The pair first named soon stopped 
and Daisy F. raced Martha II. to the end, finish- 
ing second, while Abe Furst got third money. 

Galathee, ridden by THorpe, was in front 
nearly all the way and won hustled along from 
Stamina, Lucille Branible a close third. T. C. 
McDowell’s Admiration (Kingston— Hypocrite), 
opened at even money, and, although bet on at 
this figure finally landed at 2i to 1. She finished 
sixth. The horses not named were never in it, 
only Pat Dunne’s colors showing at all prom- 
inently. 

The club men seen in the paddock were: 
John Drake, J. W. Gates, A. K. Laflin, Fred 
McNally and Phil. Stanley. 

John Fey, who owned last year the crack colt 
Malvolio, has arrived from Cincinnati. 

Bangle beat the record for the Drexel Stakes 
by three-quarters of a second. 

“Silver Bill,” on the “dead line,” finding bet- 
ting light, cried out: “Come on, boys! Here’s 
fifteen chickens for a turkey.” 

General W. H. Jackson said that Tulla Fonso 
reminded him of the once great filly Belle of the 
Meade. 

Sweeney gives out that any reputable book- 
maker can cut in at Harlem July 25. 

The passing about of the program book for 
Hawthorne, dated July 25, set tongues wagging, 
and it is now thought that while the opposing 
factions say: “The situation is unchanged” 
that there will be racing at both Hawthorne 
and Harlem on Monday week. 

Dan A. Stewart is in town. 

Dr. F. Derby “one of the boys” from New 
York City is here as the guest of H. Eugene 
Leigh. 

Cary Applegate says that Capt. Tilles beat 
him to the Memphis betting privileges “all 
right enough” but that he was anything rather 
than a syndicate bookmaker. 

LATO NIA STAT ISTICS. 

Three of the stables racing at Latonia earned 
as much as $5,000 at the late meeting. George 
A. Singerly, by reason of Han d’Or’s victory in 
the Derby, beads the list of winning owners 
with $8,100 to his credit. Talbot Bros., with the 
Himyar to John Bright’s credit are second with 
$6,275 as their earnings, and Ed Corrigan, 
whose filly Sardonic captured the rich Oaks, 
comes next with $5,000 to his credit. 
Will Wallace was a bang up fourth, the 
young Kentuckian’s horses having taken in 
stakes and purses $1,690. C. F. McLean’s string 
earned $3,325. Thirteen others secured as much 
as $1,000, as follows: J. B. Respass & Co., $1,945; 
W. H. Laudeman, $1,890; W. F. Schulte, $1,880; 
Robinson & Moore, $1,825; George J. Long, 
$1,580; R. H. Bronaugh & Co., $1,497; W. T.

The race for riding honors at the meeting be- 
tween Jesse Everett and Jesse Mathews was a 
“corker.” It was like a good race between two 
flyers, as the result was in doubt right “down to 
the wire.” When the bugle called the horses to 
the post for the initial event of get-away day 
the two Jesses were separated by one winning 
mount, Everett having twenty-four firsts to 
his credit as against twenty-three for Mathews. 
Each had five chances during the afternoon, 
but the best the Durham jockey could do was 
to finish in second place twice, and by landing 
Piccola, winner of the two-year-old event, 
and old Cyclone II an easy first in the final num- 
ber Everett was a good first at the wind up 
with twenty-six winning mounts to his credit. 
If any one had played his mounts exclusively, 
$5 to win each time, be would have won $115 on 
the meeting. In the matter of getting away 
from the post it is doubtful if he has a superior 
among the jockeys riding in the west. With 
twenty out of his twenty-six winning mounts 
he was either first or second, and in a majority 
of them first. 

Conley was third on the list of winning jock- 
eys, with eighteen winners as his share. Dupee, 
up to the time he left here, bad ridden twelve 
winners; Britton rode eleven; Nutt, Barrett, 
Crowhurst and C. Clay, each ten; Southard, 
nine; Vandusen, six, and T. Knight, five.— Thor- 
oughbred Record. 



HIGH CLASS JUMPERS. 



One of the most remarkable and gratifying 
developments of the eastern racing season is 
the improvement in jumping events. The num- 
ber of horses capable of getting over the ob- 
stacles in good style is surprising, and there 
have been some sensational finishes, includ- 
ing that of Decapod at Sheepshead Bay and of 
Equerry at Brighton Beach last Saturday. 
Sydney Paget’s grand chaser Shillalah has 
been a regretted absentee lately, and his re- 
turn to active service is eagerly awaited. 
It was confidently hoped he would turn out for 
the Punchestown Steeplechase on Saturday, 
and the presumption is that he is being re- 
served for better things. There are rumors 
that he will be sent abroad in the fall for a 
campaign in England and Ireland with his 
stable companion. Sir Yassar, as sidepart- 
ner. Sir Yassar is almost as smart over the 
hurdles as Shillalah is at steeplechasing 
and the pair should give a good account of 
themselves if judiciously placed in races on the 
other side. Shillalah is about the only chaser 
seen here in recent years who would have a 
chance of jumping the Grand National or 
Punchestown courses at the pace set in these 
events, while there is no reason except bad tem- 
per to prevent Sir Yassar from holding his own 
in any company over the sticks. That other 
American owners do not hesitate to enter 
horses against this grand pair is accepted 
as satisfactory proof that the arduous work 
of the National Hunt Association is bear- 
ing rich fruit and that the class of our 
chasers is rapidly reaching par. As much can- 
not be said of the cross-country jockeys, how- 
ever, and there is ample room for recruiting in 
this department. Mattocks, the Canadian 
rider, who showed up on the back of Equerry 
last Saturday, was a notable exception. He 
rode with patience, judgment and dash com- 
bined, and the masterly manner in which he 
literally “pulled the race out of the fire” won 
^ for him many friends as well as offers of fat en- 
* gagements for the balance of the season. A 
' few such races every w’eek, without a flavor of 
^ suspicion, would be heartily appreciated.— New 
York Sun. 



CAMPBELL’S PHILOSOPHY.

“How did I first come to go with the run- 
ners?” returned Bob Campbell the trainer, to 
the question. “Well, I guess my experience is 
that of a good many colored boys. You see, 
when I was a little fellow I live on the place of 
Mr. Grinstead— yes, the same man that used to 
run the h*ng distance horses, one of which 
named after him was taken by Mr. Brewster, 
(now dead and gone). Secretary of Washington 
Park, out to California, and, mind you, that 
same horse Grinstead did a powerful lot to- 
ward making “Lucky” Baldwin’s turf history — 
and Mr. Grinstead gave me a chance to ride 
until I got too heavy. Pshaw! You think I 
got to weigh 120 pounds or so! don’t be foolish 
man ! I was too heavy at 108, for in those days 
you know what a three-year-old carry in 
stakes? No? Well a colt carry 86 pounds, 
that’s what he did, and a four-year-old horse, 
he only carry 104 pounds. So I was too heavy 
to ride and master thinks maybe I can exercise 
the horses. 

“But, law me! I didn’t suit at all, and finally 
one day says he to me : ^Bob, you are too light 

to ride; too heavy to swipe; too lazy to work 
around the house and too mean to wait on 
Missus. There’s nothing left for you but to go 
and hoe corn.’ 

“But as the years passed I got mixed up 
around and have had my share of good and bad 
luck, and I’ll tell you that when a man makes 
money on the turf there’s a heap o’ luck at- 
tached to it. There I went on one time and 
every day when I put my money down on my 
own horse I picked it up. Yes I did, and I 
thought I was a smart fellow and was outman- 
aging everybody. Why, I got to be $20,000 strong 
in a couple of years and they couldn’t hold me 
at all, and finally I got half again as much 
more, and I was a hot one— in my own estima- 
tion. 

“Finally they got the brake on me, and the 
train never again moved on. 

“Something shoved me back. I would have 
been willing to stay still, but in the racehorse 
business it’s go ahead or go back. It took me 
several years to peddle in my money, but they 
finally got it all. I had better horses than when 
I was winning, but somebody always had a bet- 
ter horse than me, just as when Mr. Pulsifer 
had Tenny, the best horse seen maybe ever in 
this country up to then, and that year he struck 
Salvator, who could just put it on the swayback 
a few inches in one and one-quarter miles in 
record time. 

“Nobody is to blame and I haven’t any fault 
to find, but it always makes me laugh to see a 
trainer swell up over a little good luck because 
I know what his finish will be if, like so many 
of us, he thinks his luck will last and so never 
puts any of that hard cash by for the umbrella 
weather. Isaac Murphy was a sensible colored 
man and saved enough money so that now his 
widow is comfortable, and there’s ‘Brown Dick’ I 
he’s the boy that’s got the money. He saved 
every dollar, he did, all his life, and he’s got 
good racehorses and is saving his money 
right now every day. But the most of us 
colored folk never did know the value of 
money nohow and we aint the best managers 
in the world. Look at Jim Sellers, running 
The Plutocrat in long distance races, when his 
horse could win a whole lot of the three-quarter 
dashes. But then we aint any different from 
the white trainers, most of whom remind me of 
Wallace’s ram, that quit the goats to go with 
the co^s, and you know what he got— nothing.”
